Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  the  Minister  of  Health  requires  an  interim 
report  onl3^  and  that  Vital  Statistics  and  other  records  should  be 
carefully  preserved. 

There  was  a  narked  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  notified  (409)  which  was  largely  accounted  for 
by  epidemics  of  Measles  (284. cases)  and  Whooping  Cough  (82  cases) 

Some  18  cases  of  Scarlet  Rover  occurred  during  the  three  months 
ended  1-12-43. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  continued  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  County  Council  and  the  District  Burses.  I  estimate  that 
over  10%  of  the  child  population  has  been  treated. 

Dine  persons  in  six  families  were  found  to  be  suffering 
from  Scabies,  one  case  being  a  recurrence.  All  were  treated  at 
home,  mostly  by  their  medical  attendants. 

The  Tom  Water  Supply  is  of  good  qualitjr  as  shown  by 
several  tests  during  the  year,  but  trouble  with  sand-boil  in  the 
well  was  experienced  in  June  1943.  Various  remedies  were  considered 
but  it  was  eventually  decided  to  sink  a  24n/l8"  bore  near  the 
existing  well.  The  supply  is  constant  and  has  no  plunbo- solvent 
action.  About  02%  of  the  dwelling-houses  draw  from  the  public 
supply,  a  small  minority  of  these  being  by  stand-pipe. 

In  m^r  opinion  the  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  down 
Abbey  Road  is  an  urgent  post-war  necessity  in  order  to  protect  the 
Town  Water  Supply.  As  I  pointed  out  two  years  ago,  chlorination 
gives  a  measure  of  protection,  but  it  is  not  constant  as  the 
chlorinating  plant  requires  repair  from  tine  to  time.
